Giviny evidence, first defendant 
sald he arrived in| Hongkong, from 
Shiunghat with hls wife and son about 
nu year ago. The second defendant, 
his nephew, arrived a ttle later, 
After a short while in. Hongkong, 
he obtained a job with a firm a few 
doors away from his house, and went 
to svork every morning at 8 o'clock. 

On January 16, he left home at the 
same time, and did not return ogain 
until 1.30 pm. when he found the 
police there. Defendant sald he had 
never seen the arms before, and did 
not know they were in-his cubicle.

Young Mother On Trial 
For Murder 


The trial of Lau Shuk-hing, 22-year-old married woman, for. 
the murder of her 18-month-old daughter, Yuen Mui-tou, by 
administering opium to her, was commenced before the Chicf|- 


Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor, a 


Mr. J. Whyatt, Crown Counset, 
prosecuted, and, Mr, ‘IT, F. Lo, lus- 
tructed by Mr. M. W, Lo, was for the 
defence. The following was the 
Jury: Messrs. W, F. Ford (Foremar ) 
W. Lee Fook, GT. Reed, Chung 
Shun-cheong, W. BF. Arndt, ‘fsoi Chiu 
and L. Weill. 

When the charge was read to her, 
the accused pleaded guilly, where- 
upon his Lorship asked Mr. Lo If he 
wished that plea to be entered. Mr, 
Lo replied in the negative, , 

Mr. Whyatt reminded ‘the Jury that 
the charge was one of murder, and 
that there were no circumstance’ 
the case which might reduce it to 
one of manslaughter; for the child 
waa of an age when tts welfare and 
its nurture were the responsibility of 
its mother—a sponsibility which, 
unfortunately, she [elt she was un- 
able to bear, 

There would, however, be circums- 
stan in the case which might evolce 
the sympathy of the Jury and they, 
on their part, must not thinke that 
those responsible for the prosecutlen 
were unaware of this sympathy, He 
would not ask them to ysnore this 
nympathy because he felt it would 
be impossible; all Ae would ask of 
them wos simply to unaver the ques 
tion of whrther or not the accused 
did wilfully tale away the life of her 


ghild. 
_ Resolved to Dic 


The accused, Counse) went on, had 
from the very beninning: maintained 
that jt was her resolve to tale away 
her own life at the same time she 
took away the life of her child. She 
wag marricd to i inan named Yuen 
Leung-chuny in Hongkons tive ye 
ago, and tater they went to live 
Kongmoon with the husband's mo- 
ther, ‘ 

Subsequently, the hu nd return- 

_ed to Hongkong ind obtained employe 
ment as a waiter an the Nun Loong 
Restaurant in Des Vovux Road, In 
1930; the accused rejoined her hus- 
band, nnd in June the followings year 
the child was born, About this time, 
the husbaud's mother ond bis two 
younger sisters also came down to 
Hongkong and lived with them, 

With five persons to support, be 
sides himself, the husbernd found It 
diffteult to make both ends meet out 
of hia small saliry, and had to tale 
some of his wite’s jewellery and sell 
it, 

In November, 1938, the 
moved to S Shantung Street, first 
floor, where a cublele was rented for 
the husband and wife and a bedspace 
for the mother and sisters. A few 
weeks later, another ». roof the huse 
bund, Yuen Siu-yul, came from the 
country and shared the cubicle, 

Becnuse of his work, the husband 
seldom returned home, but on the 
morning of Deeember 7 he paid one 
of his occasion) visits. In the 
Passoge-way, be met. his,mother, and 
after some conversation be gave her 
$10 from the money be had with him 
then, The housshold grrangements 
were that the husband was to hand 
over money to his mother with which 
to pay expenses. : 

The accused was inside the cubicle 
at that time, but whether or not she 
overheurd the conversation no one 
could say except herself; and it was 
not until two days later that there 
wag any direet evidence that relations 
between her and her husband had 
become so strained as to lead to un- 
pleasantness and bid feclings. 


“Dispute Over Maney 


On that doy, about 7 am. the 
‘husband came home. The converse 
tlon between them could nof be 
proved by the evidence of the hus- 
bond himself, under local law, but 
anecording to accused's own statement 
she asked him for $5 to redeem o par 
of, earrings. which he had pawned. 
The husband replicd he had uo 
money, but offered her $1, which she 
refused as it was insuMcicnt for the 
redemption. 

The dispute was overheard by the 
mother, who went to the cubicle to 
ask them to keep quict, but | the 
aecused told her angrily—and, per- 
hops not unnaturally—that it was 
none of her business. The mother 
then left the cubicle, followed shortly 
afterwards ‘by the husband, who had 
n conversation with her; as a result, 
of tha she subsequently went out to 
look for other accommodation for 
hersolf and hor. daughters.

Opium Pot Found 


Luter in the morning, the accused 
wig taken to the Mongkok Police 
Station, where she was searched and 
an oplum pot was found In her pos- 
session. The cubicle was also search 
ed, and traces of opium were found 
in a bowl and a cup. On the floor 
was a pool of vomitus which, on 
being analysed, contained ug much 
wt 15 grains of opium, 


Both at the police station and ut 
the Mayistracy, accused made state- 
ments to the effect that she used the 
opium to commit suicide, and that us 
she could not spare the child she 
wanted her to die also, ‘The reasons 
she gave were that she bad no work. 
that her husband's  carnings were 
amall, that she was expecting another 
child, and that she had no money. 

She also sald: “He had not re- 
turned home for over ten days, He 
came bac this morning. 1 heard in 
his conversation with hig mother 
that he had several tens of dollars 
Last. year he took away from me all 
the jewellery of ny dowry. On his 
returning home [asked him if be had 
any money to redeem a pair of car- 
rings for me. He answered no, and 
fold me to fo. My daughter was} 
young and Eo had been preynant for 
‘two months, [ have no work to do! 
so where shatl 1 go? His mother! 
wanted to move out and woud not 
live with me, At present he intended 
to divorce and abandon anc. As my 
daughter was young Tow: ompelled 
to die with her. To was afrsid he 
would not give me any moncy for! 
| food and for rent. It is very hard 
‘to live in this world, As my chile 
was my own fssuc I could not spare 
her and wanted to die with her, Uf 
T left her alone she might suffer."

Counsel concluded by again remind- 
ing the Jury that it was not for them 
to express or pass Judgment on moral 
qualities; their task was to find whe- 
ther or not the accused administered 
opium to her child with the intention 
of taking: away her life. 


A Dutiful Wife 


The first witness called was the 
mother, Leung Sau, who, on being 
cross-examined, said the accused had 
‘been obedient and dutiful to her and 
had been a ood wife to her son, The 
accused had previously given birth 
to another child, who diced about a 
year later, When she was discovered 
vomiting, the accused requested that 
the child be taken to the hospital,

Yuen Sui-yul gave similar evi- 
dence; and Dr. HW. T. Bee, of the Kow- 
loon Hospital, testified to having 
examined the accused ond the child, 
and found them suffering from oplum 
poisoning. In his opinion, u dose of 
8% quarter grain would be fatal for n 
child of that age, and two and half 
grains for n non-addict adult. 

After Constable Lo Yue-cheung 
and Sergeant W. Morrison had given 
evidence of having searched = the 
cubicle, Mr, V. C, Branson, Govern- 
ment Analyst, gavo the results of his 
analysis on the various articles found. 

The ease was adjourned wuntl 10 
a.m, to-day,

NEXT NAZI 
MOVE 
Much Curiosity In 


German Circles 


London, Jan. 24. 

The next move in the German 
foreign policy is the subject of much 
curiosity in Germany, which, it 4s 
hoped, will be satisfied when Herr 
Hitler makes his Relehstag speech on 
January 30, according to The Times 
correspondent in Berlin, who analyses 
the existing clucs, 

Apropos “the departure of Herr 
Jonchim von Ribbentrop for War- 
saw to-day, the correspondent says 
that the Reich is in n position to 
demand from its nelghbours positive 
collxboration in its eastern European 
policy, ulthough the principle of 
self-determination * preached by the 
Reich is not equally attractive to all. 

Poland, especially, will require full 
Information with regards to German 
{ntentions in East Europe before 
burning her bridges to the western 
world by joining the anti-Comintern 
Pact. On the other hand she may 
have been {nformed that a_redistri- 
bution of Afrlean territory Is on the 
programme of the Axis Powers und 
that when the time comes the claim: 
of a friendly Poland will not be for- 
yotten, 

Dealing: with the disappearance of 
Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, President of 
the Reichsbank, and the transfer of 
Capt, Wiedemann, the correspondent 
dechires that [It appears that the 
foreign policy of Herr Hitler and 
Herr Ribhentrop requires the 

atest possible military prepared- 
ness within the . shortest possible 
period regardless, of any misgivings 
ubaut long-term conscauences for tlre 
German currency. 

Field) Marshal Hermann Gocring,

erlsis, has been takingg a less active 
part in foreign affairs since Septem-

Headmaster read his report, and sald 
In part: E 

“This ia the only Government 
English School for Chinese boys in 
the Kowloon peninsula, and it may 
be interesting to recall its almple 
beginnngs In a Chinese house situated 
In Battery Street, Yaumati, close to 
the Gas Works,—that was on April 
1, 1899. A few years later, perhaps 
due to the proximity of the Gas 
Works, the school moved to another 
house in Shanghal Street at the 
Junction of Dundas Strect, Mongkok. 
Here it continued, and grew to such 
good purpose, in spite of obvious 
diMculties, that the present site was 
selected, and the school ‘which we 
are now in erceted, It was opened 
In 1906, . There is only one comment 
to make: It has proved too small to 
accommodate the numbers seeking 
admission, 

“The maximum enrolment was 270 
and the percentage of attendance for 
the yeay 97 per cent. Of thp 270 
boys, 235 come from the Kowloon 
district nnd 30 from the rural_nrens, 
embracing Fanling, Taipo, Shatin, 
Un Long and also Cheungchau. 

Health Satisfactory 

“In spite of difficult conditions 
which threatened the health of the 
Colony, this school was fortunntely 
unaffected and no drop in the attend- 
ance occurred. I think there are two 
factors which are tending to maintain 
the health of the boys at its present 


satisfactory level: physical training 
including games, and = the school 
clinic. Speaking of the latter first, 
the clinic gives every boy the op- 
portunity of seeing the School Health 
OMecer every week if necessary. 
During the year under review over 
600. boys visited the clinic. It {s 
pleasing, to be able to say that Chi- 
nese parents who had their own re- 
medies, and who used to view the 
clinic with a certain amount of sus- 
picion, now give 
support. Few, Indeed, stilt prefer 
their own curative methods. At the 
beyinning: of the school year oll new 
boys were medically examined and 
weighed. Later on in the year every 
boy in the school was inspected by 
the medical officer. The chief defects 
as reported were 34 cases of defective 
vision and 25 cases of dental caries. 
All eye cases were examined by an 
oculist and spectacles provided if 
required, and the defective tecth 
cases tdvised about treatment. 

“The organised training which the 
boys are receiving is a part of the 
dally time-table, and not something. 
apart from it. Each class frets two 
forty-minute periods a week. Dur- 
ing the year, we have been gradually 
acquiring the apparatus required by. 
the Instructor, and when this is 
complete we hope to arrange for onc 
or two P.T, displays within the 
school. To ‘parents who may still 
be doubtful about. the effleacy of this 
part of théir sons’ training I would 
tell them to do this—watch young 
boys playing a game of football, and 
then watch older boys. The small 
boys are all over the field, but the 
older boys play as a team. It is 
mainly the difference in body con- 
trol that marks the contrast, and 
while boys as they get older acquire 
this themselves, the physical training 
of to-doy not only docs this con- 
sclously for every boy but fosters 
self-control, courage, alertness and 
attention. In addition, boys feel fo 
much fitter and better ond do their 
classroom work in a brighter and 
keener spirit. 

Inter-Class Games 

“Inter-class games were played in 
Volley Bail, Basketball, and Football 
and proved very successful in en- 
couraging ‘team spirit and healthy 
rivalry. These games also cnable a 
majority. of the boys to play, Two 
ping-pong tables are In use every 
day, and In this game Chinese boys 
are very skilful. Last year Poon 
Sai-on, then a student of Class 4, 
was selected to play against one of 
the world’s best Ping Pong Cham- 
pions tourlng the Enst, and actually 
beat him. We congratulate him, and 
In the words of ao Latinist, say 
macte virtute pucr, which jn America 
would mean “Attaboy"! (Laughter), 
We entered a footbn}] team_in the 
Government Schools Junior League, 
and did very erceditably, and during 
the season played friendly games 
against neighbouring schools. 

“The annual sports were held 
early Jn the year and proved very 
enjoyable, in spite of a blustering 
wind. Inter-class and Relay cvents 
were closely contested and evoked 
much enthusiasm. To the Sports

Chan Hon-kit also 
came first. out of the 357 boys 
examined (applause), and I congrat- 
ulate him most heartily on his 
success. 

“The regular examinations for all 
classes were held in July: 2508 boys 
sat and 218 passed. We should like 
to have no examinations untll Cinss 
4, but strangely enough Chinese boys 
lke a standard of measurement cach 
year. ; 

“IT sholl say iittle about the 
sylInbus of work, which remains 
substantlally the same. It has been 
designed to embrace as much as 
possible what will fit a Chinese boy 


into hia soclal and cconomie environ- [ 


ment, bearlng in mind that he has to 
master the English language in order 
to do thls. When we reflect that 
whatever we do, Innguage is the 
vehicle by which we must do If, it 
fs mnt surprising that the teaching 
of the language In‘the best possible 
way dnd. by the quickest and clearest 
methods Is the most deslrable alm to 
achieve. How to do this has always 
been regarded os the first problem 
to solve. The boy's mastery of the 
language fs essentinl, for this Is the 
medium by which he Is to be 
educated. On the other hand, there 
are the subjects which he must 
Jearn, and the relation between the 
time spent on them and that spent 
on Iearning the language as such,— 
another problem nat easy to solve, 
I may say that the District School 
SyNabus is in course of revision in 
general, and particularly with regard 
to the Inclusion of Music, the Arts 
and Crafts, which it is rightly con- 
sidered should now find a place in 
the syllabus, 
Changes In Staff 

“Early in the year under review, 
Mrs. L. M., Humphrey returned after 
doing temporary duty at the Kow- 
loon Junior School. 

“Mr. H. G.- Wallington was trans- 
ferred to King’s College on December

Perhaps Mr. Sutcliffe will be best 
remembered as the man who, natur- 
lly trained Jn law, compiled the in- 
tricato fixture Usts for the 88 Foot- 
ball League clubs. He was the cen- 
In the controversy be- 
tween {he Footbull League and the 
Football Pools organization, which 
began In February, 1936, and lasted 
for-more than a month while fixtures 
were withheld from the public and 
clubs until,the Inst moment. No one 
has played a more vital rote in the 
organization and control of the game 
than Mr. Sutcliffe. He began hls 
long associatlon with football when 
he played for Burnley: as a Rugby 
half-back.

Covernment~ Warns © 
Public Of Danger 


Government's campaign against 
Tubere! osis, declared a notifabte 
disease by an order dated January 
18, Im to be pushed forward by 
publicising the dangers, and preven- 
tive measures, in pamphiet form. 


The fncts | sct forih are striking 
evidence of the need for action, For 
instance, in 1938 there were nearly 
5,000 deaths in the Colony from 
tuberculosis or consumption, men, 
women’ and children belng victims, 
nnd all races being affected, though 
Chinese, especially the poorer classes, 
suffered most. 


The medical authorities. polnt out 
that tuberculosis ‘Is duc to a germ 
which may enter the body through 
the alr, or through food or drink into 
which ‘the germ has fallen, There 
are other ways, but these are less 
common. They emphasise theamenace 
of flonting dust from dried up 
sputum, from coughing and from 
contagcon by using the same eating 
and drinking implements. 


Written In clementary Innguage so }- 


that all may underatand, the advice 


states: 


To avoid tuberculosis we should do 
our best to get as much sun and 
fresh, clean alr as possible, since the 
poison fs made harmicss or at least 
much Jest dangerous if we follow 
{hat rule; we should try to Hye with 
our windows or ventilators open to 
flush the rooms with fresh air by 
night as well as by day. We should 
try te’eat plain, whalesame and 
nourishing food which should include 
meat, fish, eggs, or beans, green 
vegetables, groundnut oll and fruit. 


If we eat rice, we should eat the 
red ‘kind or at least a mixture con= 
taining: one attarter of the red Icind 
and three quarters of the white. 


When brushing, out a room or 
house, It Is urged try not to raise a 
cloud of dust, which may contaln 
dried spit with the polson In it. 
Instead, sprinkle a little clean water 


{or disinfectant on the floor, or use 


~aurayt dampened with water or kero- 
sine oll to rub on the floor. 


We should be carcful tot to spit 
on the floors of houses or on the 
pavements of the streets, In trams, 
buses, trains, boats, ete. and we 
should tel) others about the possible 
danger of doing so. Rather we 
should spit Inte Intrines or covered 
cups or tins containing: disinfectant 

uid. 


Medleat Advice 


If we are so unfortunte as to Ret 
the sickness, we should go to a quall- 
fled Western doctor immediately and 
sect his advice. If we fo to a 
doctor before the sickness has got a 
firm hold of the body, it is possible 
that it may be stopped from fretting 
any worse, and it may even ret 
better with proper treatment. 

The doctor will be able to advise 
us whether to go to hospital or to 
stay and rest In our own house. In 
the second case we should do our 
best to Hive In a room by ourselves, 
so as to make it as safe ag possible 
for our family or neighbours. We 
should tse our own chopsticks, 
bowls, cups, and other things for 
cating: and) drinking. We should 
take very special care not to spit 
about. the house, but into paper 
which we ain burn, or into a cup or 
tin with a cover, containing a little 
disinfectant, the contents of which 
should be emptied daily or more 
frequently into the water closet or 
latrine bucket. 


By. personal example. and by tell- 
ing others ignorant of the facts, we 
can do a reat deal to prevent the 
spread of tuberculosis, it Is pointed 
out.

Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
hinted at-this yesterday when he 
said, inaugurating the scheme 
ot voluntary national service, 
t nt it was a scheme to make 
Britain ready for war.

“but we might be forced to par- 
ticipate in a war begun by 
others, or we might be attacked 
ourselves if the Government of 
some other country were to 
think that we could not defend 
ourselves effectively. The better 
propared we are to defend our- 
sclves and to resist attack, the 
less likely is it that any aggres- 
gor will try an adventure in 
which the chances of succesa 
would be so \unpromising.

In part: 

“This is the only Government 
English School for Chinese boys in 
the Kowloon peninsula, nnd it may 
be interesting to recall its simple 
beginnngs in a Chinese house situated 
in Battery Street, Yaumati, close to 
the Gas Works,—that was on April 
1, 1899. A few years later, perhaps 
duo to the proximity of the Gas 
Works, the school moved to nnother 
house In Shanghai Street at the 
junction of Dundas Strect, Monglcok. 
Here it continued, and grew to such 
good purpose, In spite of obvious 
diMcuities, that the present site was 
selected, und the school which we 
are now in erected. It was opened 
in 1900, There js only one comment 
to mile: it has proved too small to 
accommodate the numbers seeking 
admission, 

“The maximum enrolment way 270 
and the percentage of attendance for 
the year 97 per cent. Of the 270 
boys, 235 come from the Kowloon 
district and 30 from the rural areas, 
embracing Fanling, Talpo, Shatin, 
Un Long and also Cheungchau, 

Health Satisfactory 

“In spite of diMcult conditions 
which threatened the health of the 
Colony, this school was fortunately 
unaffected and no drop in the attend- 
ance occurred. I think there are two 
factors which are tending to maintain 
the health of the boys at its present 
satisfactory level: physical training 
Including; games, und the school 
clinic. Speaking of the Jatter first, 
the clinic gives every boy the op- 
portunity of seeing the School Health 
Omeer every weele if necessary. 
During the year under review over 
600 boys visited the clinic. It is 
pleasing, to be able to say that Chi- 
nese parents who had their own re- 
medics, and who used to view the 
clinic with a certain amount of sus- 
picion, now give it their warm 
support. Few, indeed, still prefer 
their own curative,methods. At the 

aning of the school year all new 
boys were medically examined and 
weighed. Later on in the year every 
boy in the school was inspected by 
“the medical oMcer, The chief defects 
as reported were 34 cases of defective 
vision and 25 cuses of dental caries, 
All cye cases were examined by an 
oculist and spectacles provided if 
required, and the defective teeth 
eases advised about treatment: 

“The organised training, which the 
boys are receiving is a part of the 
dally time-table, and not something 
apart from it. Each class pets two 
forty-mIinute periods a week. Dur- 
ing the year, we have been gradually 
acquiring; the apparatus required by. 
the Instructor, and when this is 
complete we hope to arrange for ene 
or two P.T, 
school, 
be doubtful about the efficacy of this 
purt of their sons’ training I would 
tell them to do this—watch young 
boys playing a game of football, and 
then watch older boys. The small 
boys are all over the field, but the 
older boys play as a team. It is 
mainly the difference in body con- 
tro] that marks the contrast, and 
while boys as they get older acquire 
this themselves, the physical training 
of to-day not only does this con- 
sclously for every boy but fosters 
self-contro], courage, alertness und 
attention.

Inter-Class Games 

“Inter-class games were: played in 
Volley Ball, Basketball,.and Football 
and proved very successful in en- 
couraging team spirit: and: healthy 
rivalry, These games also enable a 
majority of the boys to play. Two 
ping-pong tables are in use every 
day, and in this game Chinese boys 
are very skilful.

It has been 
desigmed to embrace as much as 
possible what will fit a Chinese boy 
into his sociul and economic environ- 
ment, bearlng in mind that he hos to 
master the English language in order 
to do ‘this. When we reflect that 
whnrtever we do, language Is the 
vehicle’ by which we must do It, it 
is not surprising that the teaching 
of the language in the best possible 
way_and by the quickest and clearest 
methods is the most desirable aim to 
achieve, How to do this has always 
been regarded os the first problem 
to solve. The boy’s mastery of the 
language js essentinl, for this is the 
medium by which he !s to be 
eduented, On the other hand, there 
are the subjects which he must 
learn, and the relation between the 
time spent on them and that spent 
on leurning the language as such,— 
another problem not casy to solve. 
T may say that the District School 
Sylabus is in course of revision in 
reneral, and particularly with regard 
to the inclusion of Music, the Arts 
and Crafts, which it Js rightly con- 
sidered should now find a place in 
the syllabus.

Perhaps Mr,- Sutcliffe wilt be best 
remembered as the man who, natur- 
ally trained In Jaw, compiled the in- 
triente Axture lists for the &8 Foot- 
ball League clubs. He was the cen- 
tral Apure in the controversy be- 
tween the Football League and the 
Footbull Pools orsanfzation, which 
began in, February, 1926, and lasted 
for more than a month while fixtures 
were withheld from the public and 
clubs until the Inst moment. No one 
hag played a more vital role in the 
organization and control of the game 
than Mr. Sutcliffe. He “began his 
Jon assoclation with football when 
he played for Burnley as on Rugby 
half-back. When Burnley changed 
over to Associntion football Mr, Sut-
